Jordan celebrates His Majesty’s birthday

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein on Friday 
inaugurated the first stage of the Aqaba 
Thermal Power Station (ATPS) comprising 
of two 130 megawatt generating units and the 
national 400-kilovolt transmission line 
between Aqaba and Amman.

Hussein Thermal Ptiwer Station 
near Zarqa in 1977. 

In his speech. Dr. Khalih 
outlined the scope of the power 
station at Aqaba and also thanked 
the various regional and 
international agencies, and Arab 
and friendly countries which 
contributed to the project as well 
as the companies that built the 
facility. 

Dr. Khatib. who is also 
chairman of the Jordan Electricity 
Authority (JEA). outlined 
expansion plans for the ATPS and 
po in ted out tha t tenders for pa rt of 
the work on stage two had already 
been issued. 

Following the inauguration 
ceremony, the King toured the 
various sections of the ATPS and 
was briefed on the project's 
workings by JEA

Iraqis destroy Iranian platform 
after missile kills 7 in Baghdad 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Friday its warplanes 
destroyed a crowded Iranian oil 
platform in the Gulf on Friday, 
causing casualties and leaving the 
surrounding sea ablaze after an 
Iranian missile landed in Baghdad 
and killed seven people. 

Iran's Islamic Republic News 
»ency said (he missile attack was 
in retaliation for recent Iraqi air 
raids. 

An Iraqi communique read on 
Baghdad Radio said the attack 
killed a man, a woman and their 
five children. It said 63 other 
people were injured and four 
bouses destroyed. 

Tehran Radio said the target of 
tbe attack was the Ministry of 
Defence building. 

Residents of Baghdad said they 
heard a big explosion early Friday 
morning, but added they did not 
know what caused it. 

An Iraqi spokesman said the 
seven fatalities were a whole 
family. 

''Iraq's patience will not last 
long. At the proper time we wilJ 
take all necessary measures to 
protect the lives of our people and 
their property," he said. Friday’s 
missile attack was the fourth fired 
by Iran tnto the. Iraqi capital this 
year, and the 16th during the past 
20 mouths.* ' 

The last Iranian missile attack 
on Baghdad on Oct. 16 killed six 
people and wounded 64 others. 
Iraqi warplanes hit Iranian oD 


and petrochemical installations, as 
well as troop emplacements at the 
Gulf warfront, just eight hours 
after Friday's missile attack, a 
Baghdad war communique said. 

The multi-billion dollar 
petrochemical complex at Bandar 
Khomeini, at the head of the Gulf, 
came under attack for the second 
rime this week and long-range jets 
also hit Iran's Sassan oil platform 
in the middle of the Gulf. 

"The aircraft set fire to their 
targets and left columns of smoke 
covering the area.” the 
communique said of the raid on 
Bandar Khomeini. 

The Iraqi communique said all 
aircraft returned safely from these 
sorties and a military spokesman 
denied an Iranian report that an 
Iraqi jet was shot clown over 
southern Iran. 

Japan has protested to Iraq over 
Tuesday's air attack on the 
petrochemical complex, the 
Foreign Ministry said in Tokyo. 

"The attack at an important 
project for Japan is extremely 
regretful and it should not be 
repeated,” a senior Foreign 
Mmisby official was quoted as 
telling Iraqi Ambassador Rasheed 
Mohammad Saeed Al Rifaie. 

Mr. Rifaie was quoted assaying 
the attack had been aimed at 
Iranian economic facilities to 
press Iran to come to the 
conference table. It was not 
intended to impair relations 
between Japan and Iraq, he 


added. 

Shipping sources in the Gulf 
said Iraqi jets destroyed a 
crowded Iranian oil platform in 
the central Gulf. 

They said attempts to rescue an 
estimated 250 Iranians who had 
been on or near the Sassan oil 
platform during the missile attack 
were hampered by fire. 

In Baghdad, a high command 
communique said Iraqi warplanes 
attacked the Sassan fiekl at 0850 
GMT. destroying "oil installations 
and pumping and loading 
equipment... explosions covered 
the area with smoke and longues 
of fire.” 

One shipping source said: 
"Some people have been rescued 
by a supply boat, bur there are 
casualties.” 

Iranian naval and air force 
personnel were believed to have 
been on the platform during the 
missile attack, which was carried 
out by up to five planes, Lhe 
sources said. 

The platform has 
accommodation quarters and a 
helicopter pad from which Iran 
has launched attacks on merchant 
vessels in its so-called tanker war 
with Iraq, an offshoot of their 
six-year ground conflict. 

Sassan. a production ofl field 
650 kilometres from Iraq, is 120 
kilometres off the Iranian coast 
and about 140 kilometres 
northwest of Abu Dhabi in the 
United Arab Emirates. 


New killings rekindle ‘ camps war’ 


BEIRUT (R) - Two Shfite 
Muslim Amal security officers 
were killed by sniper fire at a 
Beirut refugee camp on Friday. 
Amal sources said. 

They said the two me tubers of a 
camps security committee were 
shot as they toured the Bourj Al 
Barajneh camp with Syrian 
miEtary observers and Amal and 
Palestinian officials. 

The officials were determining 
positions for Lebanese troops who 
are to be' sent to the camp on the 
southern outskirts of Beirut in the 
latest bid to end fighting there. 

The' shooting delayed the 
removal of barricades decided on 
Friday as a first step to normalise 
life after clashes between 
Paiestmians and Amal militiamen. 

Hie sources said sporadic 
rocket exchanges erupted after 
the Jriliing. Sniping also closed the 
main toad Hnfemg Beirut to the 
airport 

About 1,000 people have been 
killed since mid-1985 in 
intermittent righting between 
Amal fighters and Palestinians 


defending refugee camps in Beirut 
and the south. 

Amal has blamed Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat for the 
fighting and accused him of trying 
to regain the foothold in Lebanon 
which he tost In the wake of the 
1982 Israeli invasion. 

The latest Syrian-mediated 
truce between the two sides said 
armed men should withdraw from 
Bourj Al Barajneh flashpoints 
and Lebanese troops should be 
deployed in the camp. 

In a bid to end the camps 
fighting, socialist leader Walid 
Junblatt called in remarks 
published on Thursday for a new 
Lebanese-Palestinian accord to 
replace a 17 -year-old agreement 
on bilateral ties. 

” We are not merely aspiring to 
freeze tbe situation and 
consolidate (be ceasefire in 
cooperation with our Palestinian 
brethren, Lebanese leaders 
concerned and Syria,” be told the 
daily As Sarir. 

“We want a new accord based 
on abolishing the Cairo agreement 


and providing for reconsidering 
Palestinian -Lebanese relations 
through special legislation on the 
Palestinian presence in Lebanon.” 
he added. 

The 1969 Cairo agreement 
regulated ties between (he two 
sides and organised the 
Palestinian presence in Lebanon. 
It limited the freedom of 
movement of Palestinian fighters 
and established refugee camp 
sites. 

In another development, the 
chairman of the board of trustees 
of the American University of 
Beirut (AUB). on a Gulf 
fund-raising trip, said the 
university would continue to 
operate despite attempts by 
fanatics to dose it. 

Frederick Herter told local 
journalists in Kuwait A UB would 
also remain at its present site in 
west Beirut. 

The 120 -year-old university 
would lose its character if it moved 
to different premises, the Kuwait 
news agency (KUNA) quoted him 
as saying.

Khamenei 
says no 
compromise 
with U.S. 

IbMRAN (Agencies) - Iranian 
President Alj Khamenei said 
FriJay that relations with the 
United States would not improve 
until it abandoned its "spirit of 
aggression and expansion.” 

Mr. Khamenei made the 
remarks after U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan told the American 
people he had sent weapons to 
Iran in a bid to improve relations 
with the Islamic government. 

The Iranian president said the 
United States must end its "spirit 
of aggression and expansionsim. 
its behaviour towards Muslim 
nations, the Palestinian nation and 
the oppressed Arab nations.” 

He rowed there would be no 
“leniency and compromise” until 
the United States changed this 
policy. 

The official Islamic Republic 
News Agency carried excerpts of 
Mr. Khamenei’s remarks, which 
he made during the weekly Friday 
prayer sermon at Tehran 
University. 

Describing Israel as a "tumour 
of corruption.” Mr. Khamenei 
said that as long as the United 
States supported Israel, Iran 
would not be able to establish ties 
with the United States. 

Mr. Khamenei repeated a 
demand for Washington to 
unblock "hundreds of millions, 
maybe upwards of one billion, 
dollars worth of military spare 
parts” bought by Iran before its 
1979 Islamic revolution. 

He said such a move might 
create "a measure of goodwill 
among (he Iranian people” 
towards the United States. 

" If the Americans wan t to show 
their goodwill there is no need to 
send (former National Security 
Adviser Robert) McFariane to 
Iran illegally. .. they could have 
created a measure of goodwill 
among our people by sending 
those spares.” 

Mr. Reagan publicly admitted 
Thursday night that Mr.

Reagan imposes sanction: 
on Syria after confirmini 
weapon supplies to Iran

WASHINGTON - President 
Ronald Reagan imposed 
economic sanctions against Syria 
for its alleged support for 
international terrorism on Friday, 
one day after he confirmed that 
the U.S. had sent American 
weapons to Iran but denied that 
the supplies were related to 
American hostages held in 
Lebanon. 

The sanctions against Syria 
include expansion of current 
controls on exports of items which 
could be used for military 
purposes, a ban on the availability 
of UJS. Export-Import Bank help 
for Syria and termination of die air 
transport agreement between the 
two countries, the White House 
said in a statement. 

The U.S. action is in support of 
Britain's decision to cut 
diplomatic relations with Syria 
after the British government 
implicated Syria in an alleged 
ahemptto puta bomb on board an 
El AJ jet at Heathrow airport in 
London last April. 

“In addition to these actions, we 
have informed US. ofl companies 
that we consider their continued 
involvement in Syrian oil 
operations inappropriate under 
these circumstances." said Mr. 
Reagan's spokesman, Larry 
Speak es. 

He said the staff of the US. 
embassy in Damascus would be 
reduced and no high-level visits 
between the US. and Syrian 
officials will take place. The 
United States already has called 
its ambassador home. 

Speakes said the United States 
welcomed Monday's decision of 
the European Community to 
adopt an arms embargo and other 
punitive actions against Syria. 

Mr. Reagan, declaring that the 
United States does not pay tribute 
to 'MTorists, said on Friday the 
freeing of some American 


hostages in Lebanon was a bonus 
of secret White House contacts 
with Iran. 

Mr. Reagan, who told the 
American people in a televised 
address Thursday night that small 
quantities of defensive weapons 
had been sent to Iran as part of the 
diplomatic initiative, said the 
contacts were aimed at bridging 
differences between Washington 
and Tehran and bringing peace to 
the Middle East. 

"That the Iranians have used 
their influence to help free 
American hostages in Lebanon 
has been a bonus that has come 
with the opening of these channels 
of communication — an 
encouraging first step and a show' 
of good faith on the partof Iranian 
officials," he told leaders of 
charitable organisations at a 
White House meeting. 

Mr. Reagan added: “There has 
not been and wfll not be any 
ransom for hostages. Let there be 
no doubt the United States does 
not pay trfcute to terrorists.” 

However, it was unclear on 
Friday whether Mr. Reagan would 
succeed in calming controversy 
over unofficial reports that the 
United States was not only dealing 
with Iran but buying freedom for 
hostages with arms. 

One prominent congressman 
said the president's statement, 
made Thursday night in a 
nationwide television address, 
railed more questions than it 
answered. Several congressional 
committees have already 
indicated their intention to 
conduct investigations into the 
Iran negotiations. 

Former Under-Secretary of 
State Lawrence Eagleburger said 
the affair would weaken U.S. 
credibility in Europe. 

But former National Security 
Adviser Robert McFariane, who 
flew to Tehran on a secret mission 
for four days in May, said he felt 
the American initiative for better 


relations was justified. 

“There is a fundamentally 
different line coming from Iran 
now than in the past seven years ” 
he said. 

The president confirmed 
reports of the LI.S. initiative over 
Iran after the White House had 
maintained a stony silence over 
the past 10 days. 

He insisted his administration 
had not secretly violated U.S. 
policy against trafficking with 
terrorists or undercut America's 
allies. 

Mr. Reagan said the secret 
initiative, begun IS months ago, 
had been undertaken “for the 
simplest and best of reasons: io 
renew a relationship with the 
nation of fran to bring an 
honourable end to the bloody 
six -year war between Iran and 
Iraq to eliminate state-sponsored 
terrorism and subversion and to 
gain ihe safe return of all 
hostages.” 

He said he had decided to speak 
because of “unprecedented 
speculation and countless reports 
that have not only been wrong but 
have been potentially dangerous 
to the hostages and destructive of 
the opportunity before us." 

Washington's relations with 
Tehran have been bitter since the 
Islamic government held 52 
Americans hostage for 444 davs in 
1979-81. 

"I am glad he has spoken, but he 
raised more questions than he 
answered,” said Senator Robert 
Byrd, who will lead the 
De raocratic Senate majority in the 
new Congress. “What we're 
seeing is a public relations game.” 

Senator Patrick Leahy of 
Vermont, vice-chairman of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee, 
said the White House had become 
involved in "a very high risk 
venture ” 

"I hope they make it very, very

Thatcher heads for U.S. 
talks on arms and Iran 


LONDON (Agencies) — Prime 
M mister Margaret Thatcher left 
for Washington on Friday for talks 
with President Ronald Reagan 
expected to focus on West 
Eu ropean concern over the effects 
of any future nuclear disarmament 
in Europe. 

Mrs. Thatcher made no 
comment to reporters as she 
boarded a Royal Air force VC10 
for the flight to Andrew Air Force 
Base outside Washington. 

Her talks with Mr. Reagan and 
other top officials also were 
expected to cover US. policy on 
Iran and the hostage crisis. 

British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, speaking to the 
House of Commons on Friday 
morning, distanced Britain from 
the US. policy of supplying aims 
to Iran. Without directly 
commenting on Mr. Reagan's 
television speech Thursday night, 
Mr. Howe stressed that Britain 
refused to deal with terrorists to 
secure the release of hostages. 

Mrs. Thatcher is expected to 
seek an explanation of the US. 
government’s negotiations with 
Iran, which appeared to breach 
Washmgton's declared policy of 
never dealing with countries 
accused of supporting 
international terrorism. 

Mr. Howe told parliament that 
Britain was determined to retain 


its own nuclear deterrent as long 
as the Warsaw Pact states 
main tamed what he called their 
massive superiority in 
conventional forces and chemical 
weapons. 

“It would be folly indeed to 
abandon nuclear weapons and so 
to make Europe safe for 
conventional or chemical 
warfare,” Mr. Howe said. 

Mr. Howe expressed support 
for the Reykjavik proposal for a 
50 percent cut in U.S. and Soviet 
strategic nuclear systems within 
five years but made no mention of 
a further U5. offer to completely 
eliminate ballistic missiles in 10 
years. 

Such a 10-year deal could 
threaten British plans to install a 
new US. Trident nuclear missile 
system. 

Mr. Howe said that for all the 
"new thinking” in the Soviet 
Unton the facts of the East- West 
division remained basically the 
same. 

“The Soviet Union talks far 
more about peace and 
disarmament, but has in practice 
not stopped steadily building up 
its already massive forces ” tie 
said. 

The foreign secretary reminded 
parliament that Mrs. Thatcher 
would be travelling to Moscow in 
tbe first half of next year. 


‘British intelligence helped 
Mossad abduct Vanisnu 5 


LONDON (Agencies) — British 
intelligence helped the Israeli 
Mossad intelligence agency spirit 
Mordechai Vanunu, the 
disaffected nuclear technician, out 
of Britain to Israel, the Financial 
Times said Friday. 

The newspaper attributed its 
information to unidentified senior 
Israeli politicians. 

The Rnancial Times article said 
British intelligence — the agency 
was not specified — "was 
responsible for the original tipoff 
to Israel” over Mr. Vanunu. and 
the tip-off enabled the Mossad “to 
plan nis alleged abduction from 
London." 

The British Foreign Office 
refused to comment on the report, 
saying it never confirms or denies 
oews stories about intelligence 
matters. 

A Foreign Office spokesman, 
meanwhile, rejected as "100 per 
cent rubbish” a report in the Daily 
Telegraph saying Mr. Vanunu' s 
lawyer. Airuion Zichroni, had 
been invited to come to London to 
meet with Foreign Office officials. 

Mr. Zichroni is coming to 
London Sunday and says he hopes 
to gather information that may 
help his client. But the British 
spokesman said the Foreign 
Office bad nothing to do wife Mr. 
Schronfs visit and had no plans 
to see him if he comes to London. 


The government said Thursday 
it had been informed by Israel that 
Mr. Vanunu left the country of his 
own volition. 

Fears that Mr. Vanunu, who 
worked at Israel’s top-secret 
nuclear reactor plant at Dimona, 
was abducted by agents of 
Mossad , have cast a shadow over 
Anglo-lsraeli relations. 

The Israeli government 
acknowledged this week it was 
holding Vanunu after he revealed 
nuclear secrets to a London 
newspaper. 

The Foreign Office said Israel 
issued the following statement in 
response to a request by the 
British ambassador in Tel Aviv 
about Mr. Vanunu's 
disappearance: 

"Mr. Vanunu left Britain of his 
own volition and through normal 
departure procedures. His 
departure from Britain involved 
no violation of British law.” 

The Foreign Office added in its 
own statement chi Thursday: "In 
those circumstances we have no 
further comment to make on the 
present position,” and a 
spokesman said there was no 
evidence of official Israeli 
misdeeds in Britain in the affair. 

Earlier, British politicians 
again raised the Vanunu case in 
the House of Commons.

Chad cl aims killing 200 
Libyan troops, downs jet 


N’DJAMENA (R) — Chad said Friday its armed 
forces had shot down a Libyan fighter aircraft and 
killed 200 Libyan soldiers in fighting in the north 
east of the country. 


A Chadian military 
communique said heavy fighting 
was taking place Friday near the 
town of Fa da, about 140 
kilometres north of the 16th- 
paralleL which divides Chad in to. a 
go vemment-con trolled south and 
rebel-held north. 

The Libyan troops were 
supported by fighter aircraft, 
rocket launchers, tanks and 
ardDeiy, the communique said. 

The communique was issued as 
a Franco -African summit meeting 
began in the Togolese capital 
Lome which is expected to be 
dominated by discussions on 
Chad's 20-year-old civil war.

Ibn Oumar, who leads a rival 
group. 

All previous attempts to 
negotiate an end to die conflict 
have failed, principally because 
both Mr. Habre and Mr. 
Goukouni have insisted on being 
regarded as Chad’s legitimate 
head of state. 

Sources close to the Lome 
conference say Mr. Habre will call 
again on French President 
Francois Mitterrand and Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac for 
mifitaxy support and can expect 
backing for this from other 
pro-Westem states such as Zaire. 

Mr. Mitterrand and Mr. Chirac 
have rejected earlier calls from 
Mr. Habre wbo feels the time is 
ripe to take advantage of turmoil 
in rebel ranks to retake the vast 
but sparsely populated north. 

An estimated 1,200 French 
soldiers returned to Chad earlier 
this year after rebels made a 
further bid to capture N'Djamena, 
the capital. 

The French troops’ mission is 
essentially to defend military 
installations, including radars, at 
N'Djamena airport, as well as 
French jet fighters aid bombers. 
Paris has said it will not send them 
to cross the so-called red line 
dividing the country. 


Herzog cancels visit to the Philippines 


TEL AVIV (R) - Israel’s 
President Chaim Herzog Friday 
cancelled a visit to the Philippines 
planned for next Monday . Israeli 
state radio reported. 

It said Herzog, currently on a 
Pacific tour, decided to take the 
Fhilippinesoffhisitineraiyfeeling 
that his presence there could 
exacerbate the already tense 
political situation in Manila. 

He reached his decision after a 
telephone conversation with 
Prime Minster Yitzhak Shamir 
and consultations with Israel’s 
ambassador to the Philippines, 
Meir Gavish. die radio saki.

UNTIED NATIONS (R) — U .N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has expressed concern 
over the “consequences that 
would flow” from establishing 
more Israeli settlements in 
territories occupied since the 1967 
Middle East war. 

“This is a matter of deep 
concern and, more than any other 
single factor, contributes to 
doubts in the minds of many about 
Israel's readiness to negotiate a 
peace settlement that would 
require : its withdrawal from the 
territories ” he stated. 

In an annual report to the 
General Assembly on the 
situation in the Middle East, he 
said it was urgently necessary to 
find a negotiating procedure 
acceptable to all concerned. 

Meanwhile, it was of great 
importance that the parties should 
avoid any actions that could 
increase tension and suspicion 
between them and thus make the 
seaidi for m agreed negotiating 
process even more difficult. 

“In this connection I am 
particularly concerned about the 
consequences that would flow 
from the establishment by Israel 
of additional settlements in the 
occupied territories,” the 
secretaiy general said. 

He also said peace efforts would 
be enhanced “if there were a 
lessening of violent incidents, 
which afi too frequently involve 
innocent lives and of which there 
have been some particularly 
terrible examples during the 
period under review.'' He and not 
spell out what incidents be was 
referring to. 

In his overall assessment, Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar said the 
attainment of a just and lasting 
peaceful settlement of the. 
Arab- Israeli conflict continued to 
be elusive. 

It had notyet proved possible to 
reach agreement on the convening 
of an international peace 
conference on the Middle East as 
recommended in General 
Assembly resolutions, and die 
situation in the region continued 
to.be hi g hly volatile, he said. 

The secretary general said there 
was a wide measure of agreement 
within The international 
community that a peace 
settlement should be based on the 
following three considerations: 
“Withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from Arab territories occupied 
since June 1967 
acknowledgement of a respect for 
the sovereignty, territorial 
integrity and political 
independence of all the states in 
the region and their right to live in 
peace within secure and 
recognised boundaries and Finally 
a satisfactory solution of the 
Palestinian problem based on the 
recogn ition of the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people, 
including self-detennination. In 
this context, the question of 
Jerusalem also remainsof primary 
importance," the U.N. chief said. 


Former National Security 
Adviser Robert McFarlane said m 
a television interview Thursday 
night that the agenda-for his visit 
was set at a meeting with an 
“intermediary” in London late 
last year. 

“The origin of the dialogue ... 
began about a year and a half ago 
when we became aware there 
were elements in Iran who 
recognised the state of decline of 
the country, the futility and harm 
that was being done by the export 
of terrorism,” he said. 

Mr. McFarlane previously 
would say little about his misskm 
to Tehran. He spoke after Mr. 
Reagan announced on television 
that the United States had sent 
anus to Iran, but that the ship meat 
was not made as ransom to free 
Amercians held in Lebanon.

The only other factual point in 
the Reagan speech which Mr. 
Khamenei denied was that 
Washington started its secret 

contacts with Iran 18 months ago. 

“They might have started some 
talks with some people. But they 
were not Iranian authorities, even 

low-ranking officials... they might 

have been arms dealers,” Ik said. 


Mr. Khamenei also questioned 
the truth of assertions by Mr.- 
Reagan that the secret initiative- 
had aimed at ending the Gulf war 
and elimaiating terrorism. 

He said the US. had " mstigated 
Iraq to attack Iran'* six years ago, 
and now wanted to impose peace 
on Iran when it was “just a few 
steps from final victory.”

The Arab World in crisis: The role of history and spirituality 


IT is always easier to write about the past than about toe present. 
Three very important factors lie at toe heart of this phenomenon: 
First, the writer is removed from toe jungle of toe present realities of 
his life and that of his people and, while he must, of ne cessity , touch 
on some sensitive nerves, these are usiurify at a safe di s tance from 
contemporaiy sensitivities and sensibilities; hindsight, enriching as it 
is to the writer’s vision, allowing him to look with more objectivity at 
the facts, sifting perhaps even shifting them to & into his desired final 
design is another factor; toe third rests upon toe nature of modern 
tines where almost everyone anywhere and particularly in the Arab 
World, is a t ra n s itional man, living in at least two worlds at the same 




civilisation must revolve. But we must recognise that it is God that 
allows, even orders change and not only in the environment but even 
in toe very self of every creature, every cell. Yet we must also 
recognise that toe centrality of the concept of God in our spiritual and 
moral values does not negate the importance of man in toe universe. 

In our defensive mentality, set against the encroachment of 
twentieth century civilisation, we often lose sight of what is more 
fundamental than what and we tend to confuse ntual , ceremony with 
spirituality.

We haVe fo 
admit there is so me truth to toe charge. Often we are so preoccupied

systems of values and ideas. And while it is at such times that clarity is 
most needed in order to help us assess our situation and plan for the 
future, it is here that confusion reigns. 

Historians know that the dialectical movement of history can 
□either be resisted nor halted; that if there are my constants in life 
they are toe constancy of time and change akxie; that in the same 
instant that there is time there also exists change. With this 
recognition that toe HiaUrti r the movement, toe interaction of 
history cannot be resisted or halted, another recognition must 
insinuate itself into our consciousness. That is that most truths 
prevkiusly or now held dear, must also change to reflect toe new 
realities, toe march of progress, time. 

The centrality of God in our culture is not only an immutable truth 
which we hold dear, but a desired value to which we must adhere. 
That is one constant around which our universe and our 




preclude change. We Arabs have, after all, been blessed in that our 
region has been toe cradle of prophecy. It we should learn anything 
from our history it is that the succession of prophecy not only 
complements itself, each unveiling another dimension of the truth, 
but also that rules, emanating from toe constants, must change with 
the changing times. Just contemplate the depth and beauty of this 
Arabic saying exhorting man to a balanced existence: “While 
enjoying this life as if you will live forever, prepare for toe next as if 
you shall die Tomorrow..."

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East-West war of words becoming 
blurred as U.S. backs insurgencies

UNITED NATIONS - The 
East-West war of words has 
become jumbled here since toe 
United States began backing 
insurgencies in Nicaragua. 
Afghanistan. Angola and 
Cambodia. 

U.S. delegates have begun 
resorting to jargon that used to be 
used exclusively by envoys of the 
Soviet bloc. Some of toe rhetoric 
carries ironic echoes of bygone 
Vietnam war debates. 

Terms like “national liberation 
struggle" have usually been used 
against toe United States at the 
United Nations. Soviet-bloc and 
Third World envoys have said the 
Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, and leftist guerrilla 
movements trying to topple 
pro-American governments, are 
fighting “national liberation 
struggles" opposed by 
Washington. 

Now , however, the term is being 
used by Americans themselves to 
describe the struggles of 
anti-Marxist insurgents. 

In the just completed General 
Assembly debate on the Afghan 
conflict, U.S. delegate Herbert 
Okun told the General Assembly: 

"The Soviet Union, despite all 
its efforts, cannot break the will of 
a people united in a national 
liberation struggle.*’ 

Just as the Soviets once praised 
the military virtues of the Viet 
Cong, Okun approvingly noted: 
“Regular rocketing of Kabul, 
including the spectacular 
ammunition dump explosion of 
August 26, testifies to toe 
Mujahedeen abiKfy to penetrate 
even toe most fortified of Soviet

Malta’s gentle wind of change

A COLLECTIVE sigh of relief 
was breathed by the population 
and toe diplomatic community 
when Mr. Mm toff, former Maltese 
prime minister, decided to hand 
over the reins of power in 
December 1984. 

His hand-picked successor. 
Carmelo Mifsud Bonnici. has 
since been steadily and quietly 
reversing most of Mr. Mm toffs 
more radical policies and trying to 
put the country on a more even 
footing in time for the election, 
planned for next May. 

Despite protests from Mr. 
Eddie Fenech-Adami, the 
opposition Nationalist Party 
leader, that the labour 
government is “only making 
cosmetic changes,” the prime 
minister has changed the domestic 
and international image of Malta 
since he camp to office. 

With a population of about 
330,000. Malta is more akin to an 
English county town than a 
European power. However, its 
position in toe Mediterranean, 
midway between Europe and 
North Africa and toe Middle East, 
is seen — by the Maltese — as of 
strategic importance. 

It is unlikely that Mr. Bonnici or 
Mr. Fenech-Adami would want to 
change Malta's non-aligned 
status. As Mr. Bonnici explained 
recently, Malta’s neutrality is 
active: it will allow neither the 
U.S. nor tile Soviet Union to use 


its ports for mihtaxy vessels, nor 
will it allow a military base on the 


will it allow a military base on the 
island. One of Mr. Min toffs first 
aims was the removal in 1979 of 
toe NATO, British-run naval 
base. The reappearance of a 
NATO base on toe island is 
unlikely. 

Aside from patching up the 
differences with the British 


government through toe recent 
visit of foe frigate HMS Brazen — 


although toe people of Malta 
never displayed any anti-British 
feelings — Mr. Bonnici is realistic 


about Malta's role within Europe. 

After several years of Mr. 
Mintoff's attempts at 
strengthening trade and economic 
ties primarily with Eastern 
Europe. North Africa and the 
Soviet Union, it is dear that the 
best and biggest investors in and 
trading partners with Malta lie in 
Western Europe. 

Although Mr. Bonnici, unlike 
the Nationalist Party, does not 
advocate EEC membership, he is 
confident that an agreement 
outlining a special relationship 
between Malta and the EEC will 
be signed by toe end of toe year. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Bonn id has 
managed to calm one of the 
bigrest — and potentially most 
explosive — issues on the island. 
This related to the funding of 
private, manly Catholic, schools. 

The debate, which at one stage 
looked likely to end in public 
disorder, was a legacy of Mr. 
Min toff. Mr. Bonnici's more 
conciliatory approach meant that 
the row was cleared up. 

Mr. Bonnici's pragmatic 
approach is also seen in his 
economic policies. The current 
wage freeze and price control 
policy is likely to be lifted before 
the election. But toe policies have 
developed to keep inflation down ; 
it is now under 1 per cent. 

Net foreign assets at end- May 
totalled M£516.5 million (5406 
mfifion) despite a disastrous loss 
of M£80 million earlier in the year 
due to poor investment judgments 
by the government under Mr. 
Mintoff 

Malta's trade performance in 
the first half of toe year was 
disappointing, with exports 
totalling M£79.2 million, 
compared with imports of 
M£143.9 million. But tourism.the 
man money earner, showed a 
healthy increase of just over 10 
percent in the first fire months of 
this year, compared with the 1985 
period. 


Mr. Bonnici. unlike his 
predecessor, seems to recognise 
toe importance, and economic 
power, of the private sector. The 
policy in which banks, energy, air 
travel and some other industries 
were nationalised is unlikely to be 
reversed by the present 
government. Bui Mr. Bonnici has 
begun a dialogue with the private 
sector. 

Th is group recently cornmcnted 
on toe government's proposed 
three-year (1986-88) 
development plan, published in 
July. Although the federation is 
critical of some points, in toe main 
it supports some of the main 
planks of toe plan. 

These include toe setting up of 
an export promotion council, 
export credit insurance and an 
import substitution policy. 

The main problem, as the 
federation sees it, is attracting new 
investment to Malta. Although 
investment has continued during 
the Labour Party's terra in office, 
it has dropped off over toe past 
five years. 

The more economically- 
balanced policies now being 
pursued oy Mr. Bonnici's 
government may help reverse that 
trend, but toe Nationalist Party 
insists that only it will be able to 
restore international confidence 
in toe country. 

The Nationalists intend, if 
elected, to limit toe government’s 
control of toe banks to a majority 
shareholding only.They would 
also put together a package of 
incentives geared at attracting 
new capita] investment. 

One of their main priorities, as 
with the Labour Party, is cutting 
unemployment, which is officially 
put at around 7-10 per cent, but 
according to the Nationalist Party, 
closer to 17 per cent. 

Although it is now difficult to 
spot toe differences between tire 
two main political parties, in a 
country where arguing appears to 
be the favourite pastime the 
pre-election period promises to be 
a lively one — Financial Times 
feature.

THERE & nothing unique in the 
_ pattern of urban development in 
the’ Arab World.

In the past, British consultants 
in .particular have been 
responsible for the design and 
supervision of a very wide range of 
development projects. Such 
projects in future will demand the 
full participation of local 
professionals: the situation in 
-.other service sectors and in 
industry will be essentially similar. 
It will be important to ensure that 
there is a proper interchange of 
skDls, enabling developing local 
professional practices in the Arab 
World to benefit from the proven 
experience of the expatriate 
practice, and at the same time take 
responsibility for the particular 
development in band.

/has been the creation of the vast 
new industrial cities of JubaD and 
Yanbu from what were formerly 


largely desert sites, involving the 
installation of massive industrial 
and infrastructural hardware, as 
well as a complete range of 
community and residential 
facilities. In Abu Dhabi and 
Kuwait, by contrast, the decision 
has been to develop what were 
formerly small historic trading 
towns. In Iraq and Sudan the 
ancient and established cities of 
Baghdad and Khartoum have seen 
their populations greatly 
increased. 

Urban development in itself 
creates considerable social strains 
and physical problems, and these 
have been magnified in the case of 
the Arab World by the very speed 
at which urbanisation has taken 
place. Although such problems 
may be similar from place to place, 
their solutions require very 
different approaches, depending 
on the country involved. 

In the case of the new cities (and 
to some extent this is equally true 
of the rapidly developed trading 
centres such as Kuwait and Abu 
Dhabi) the primary new urban 
development has now been 
completed, with provision having 
been made for projected growth 
well into the 21 si century. The 
important challenge in such cities 
now is the handling of secondary 
and tertiary development, and it is 
here that the collaboration which 
is already growing between the 
professions and industry will play 
a crucial part. Indeed this 
collaboration- is being fostered at

The 40-story Indra Bayok 
tower now under construction wfll 
become the city’s tallest structure. 
But even more vertical growth is 
expected because the land along 
Sitom Road, the city’s "Wall 
Street," is now valued at 1,000 
UJ>. dollars a square metre. 

Some architects bemoan the 
loss of old, atmospheric quarters, 
the quiet residential 
neighbourhoods and what they 
call the lack of proper city 
planning. 

Songkoon Atthakorn , dean of 
the fine arts faculty at 
Chulalongkorn University, 
describes Bangkok as "a mess.*' 
He says much of what is going up 
harmonises with neither Thai 
culture nor the tropical 
environment. 

"We should find our own way 
for our own people, and not just 
take ideas from outside because 
they are there ” says die architect 
and scholar. 

To addition to standard. 
Western-style skyscrapers, 
Bangkok is sprouting what 
architect Sumet Jumsai calls "a 
catalogue of meaningless 
architectural motifs." 

Apparently to impress and 
appear cosmopolitan, wealthy 
patrons are ordering concoctions 
borrowed from styles including 
Greco-Roman, Swiss chalet, 
Victorian, Elizabethan and New 
England. 

Enjoying current favour are 
massive done columns for office 
buildings and Gothic cathedral 
windows. . 

One Italian renaissance-style 
residence is covered with a Sire 
glass dome and a raised compound 
of traditional Thai houses is 


reached by a staircase right out of 
a French chateau in foe Loire 
valley. 

Perhaps those were foe reasons 
a regional mazagine dubbed 
Bangkok “a paradise for 
pastichers ” and why architects 
fike Sumet are asking whether the 
city has become infected by what 
they call “architecture identity 
disaster syndrome." 

Thai social scientists say more 
important than the changing face 
of - Bangkok is the emerging 
lifestyle among foe burgeoning 
middle class in the suburban 
developments _or the apartment 

complexeV that featuring 
"one-stop living." - 

“Little research has been done 
on what’s happening but Tm 
convinced it’s more vital to 
Thailand’s future than elections. 
coups and the balance of 
payments ,” says one academic at 
Thammsat University. 

Some readily noticeable 
changes in middle and upper 
middle class lifestyle over the past 
few years have included 
dismemberment of traditional 
family compounds where several 
generations Hved together, often 
with servants and gardners. 

Today, more young couples and 
even singles opt for their own 
places, often apartments or small 
suburban-type houses that require 
fewer or no servants. More 
women work and shop for quick 
dinners at supermarkets rather 
than cMspatching the maid to open 
air markets for the makings of 
elaborate traditional meals. 

Heavy traffic and a far more 
crackling business pace have put 
an end to leisurely lunches at 
home. Work and living have been 
separated with the decline of foe 
shophouse with its store on the 
ground floor and family quarters 
upstairs. 


government level in many of foe 
countries concerned, often by the 
imposition of laws making it 
necessary for expatriate 
companies to work in joint 
venture with parallel local firms, 
as is the case in Saudi Arabia. 

In the older cities, the problems 
are different and in some senses 
more complex. The authorities 
here are faced with enormous and 
growing pressures on existing 
infrastructure systems, and have 
to cope not only with rebuilding 
and modernising existing systems 
to meet current demand, but also 
expanding them to meet projected 
future requirements. In a 
comparatively poor country, the 
physicaband social inconvenience 
thatsuch difficulties can cause isof 
course much worse. 

The exanqile of Baghdad 

In foe rapid development of 
Baghdad (and the same is true of 
others cities in the region) there 
has been a growing realisation that 
foe city has lost much of its h istoric 
core in the name of 
modernisation, and with it foe 
basis of the social fabric and spirit 
of foe city. As a reaction to this, 
the authorities in Baghdad are 
now fisting as "historical" many 
buildings which are only 40 or 50 
years old. At the same time, 
detailed studies of sections of the 
inner city are being undertaken, 
with a view to determining how 
best io upgrade the buddings and 


infrastructure wifoin them to meet 
modern hygenic and space 
requirements, whilst at foe same 
time retaining their essential 
chaiacter. This has provided a 
unique opportunity for 
co-operation between Iraqi 
architects, planners and 
sociologists and teams of 
expatriate experts drawn from all 
parts of the world. Every house 
and business in the study areas has 
been visited by members of these 
teams in foe course of then- 
assessment of physical and social 
conditions, and strategic and 
implementation plans for 
upgrading of foe areas concerned 
have been prepared, based on 
their findings. 

In Bagbdad7aselsewhere in the 
Arab World, city enlargement has 
created the need for more efficient 
urban transportation systems. It is 
planned that immediate and 
future inner city transport 
requirements will be met by the 
construction of a rapid transport 
system, currently under design. 
Such systems require foe highest 
level of technical expertise at all 
stages of their development, from 
design to coostniction, equipment 
supply, and operational and 
maintenance advice. Again, the 
demands of foe system have 
required the closest cooperation 
between local firms and expatriate 
advisers. 

This kind of cooperation ran be 
seen in a number of other projects 
which have recently been

completed. For example the 
Martyr’s Monument, which 
combines a physical symbol of foe 
struggles of the Iraqi people with a 
museum . invol ved very close 
collaboration between Ove Arup 
& Partners, the city authorities 
and foeirchosen contractor during 
construction of the highly complex 
monument structure. 
Cooperation with foe civil and 
military historians responsible for 
foe museum was also essential 
during the time that formulation 
of plans for the composition of the 
museum and its exhibition were 
being undertaken. 

Conclusion 

A significant chan ge is talcing 
place in foe pattern of urban 
development in the Arab World. 
The frantic quest to modernise, 
whatever the cost, has passed . and 
has been replaced in many rases 
by a realisation that it is essential 
to define modernisation within the 
characteristics of the Arab social 
and religious onier. This is a 
challenge which has to be met 
both by the local Arab authorities 
and foe expatriates working with 
them, who seek to control 
development of the urban 
environment to the benefit of ail 
the people.

LONDON (Agencies) — Yannick Noah lifted the 
London Indoor Tennis Tournament out of its mire of 
mediocrity Friday, reaching the semifinals with his 
first victory over American Johan Kriek.

However, the weakness in his 
game remains his tendency to 
resemble a defective 
air-conditioning unit — one 
moment he's blowing very hot, the 
□ext very cold for no apparent 
reason. 

Noah broke Kriek in the fourth 
game but when on die verge of 
taking the first set — 5-3 and 30-0 
up — he lost concentration and 
allowed his South African -bora 
opponent to daw his way back 
into the game and break in his 
turn. 

Noah eventually made amends 
for the error when he clinched the 
set on his fourth set point, winning 
the tie-break 10-8 after Kriek 
served a double fault.

He held on to clinch victory on 
the first of three match points. 

Pimek took one set to get the 
measure of Pate's 
stand-back-and-hit-it game and 
then chased the American round 
the court to reach only his second 
major tournament semifinal in 
over a year.

BERLIN (AP) - Erich 
Honecker, East Germany’s 
Communist Party chief and head 
of state, said Fnday the nation’s 
athletes are preparing for the 
1988 Olympic Games in Seoul, 
the state-run ADN News Agency 
reported. 

Honecker’ s statement to 
International Olympic Committee 
(IOC) President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch in East Berlin was the 
latest in a series of indications by 
high-ranking officials that East 
Germany will take part in the 
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Olympics in the South Korean 
capital. 

There have been concerns that 
Soviet-led Communist nations 
might boycott the Seoul games 
because of the Soviet’ssupport for 
North Korea in its dispute with 
South Korea. Communist North 
Korea has threatened to call for a 
boycott of the games unless it is 
allowed to stage some Olympic 
events. 

“Through their excellent 
performances in this year’s world 
and European championships, the 
athletes (of East Germany) have 
underlined that they are preparing 
in a goal-oriented way for the 
1988 Olympic Games." ADN 
quoted Honecker as telling 
Samaranch. 

Honecker also stressed East 
Germany’s adherence to Olympic 
ideals, the agency said. 

Honecker and Samaranch also 
discussed “current Olympic 
topics," ADN said but provided 
no details. 

The IOC is striving to avert a 
third successive boycott of 
Olympic Games.

Britain earns £4O0m from GCC tourists 


LONDON — Tourists from the six member states of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) last year spent nearly £400 million in 
Britain, according to a British Tourist Authority (BTA) report. 
The report, appearing in die Council for Advancement of 
Axab-Britisii understanding (CAABU) Bulletin, showed that 
GGC tourists numbered 397,000, two per cent up on 1984 . 
172,000 or 43 per cent, were from Saudi Arabia. The BTA said 
that the numbers appeared to have held up well in 1986. despite 
Britain’s involvement in ApriT s U5. raid on Libya and the impact 
of fqlfing oil revenues on the spending power of Gulf nationals. 

Developing nations owe Yugoslavia $lb 

BELGRADE (R) — Developing countries owe Yugoslavia SI 
billion aid no expansion of trade with them will therefore be 
possible next year, a Yugoslav minister said in a newspaper 
interview. He explained that Yugoslav exports to these countries 
were limited by their inability to pay due to a fall in the prices of 
raw materials and ofl, their main exports. He said be expected 
Yugoslavia to achieve an estimated $500 million balance of 
payments surplus and clip $1 billion off its own foreign debt of 
$195 bfllkm by the end of the year. 

Burroughs adopts new corporate name 

DETROIT (AP) — Burroughs Corp., the world's second-largest 
computer maker since its acquisitiod of Sperry Corp., this week 
adopted a new name: Unisys Corp. Chosen from 31,000 
suggestions submitted by Burroughs and Sperry employees, the 
name is meant to suggest United Information Systems, but those 
words will not be part of the new corporate logo, said Mr. W. 
Michael Blumenthai. Unisys chairman. Adoption of the nam e 
ends a century of office-equipment production under the nam e 
Burroughs. The company, established in 1886 to make adding 
machines, was named after its founder, W illiam Seward 
Burroughs. Sperry was founded in 1910 as the Sperry Gyroscope 
Go. Burroughs became No. 2 in the industry, after International 
Business Machines Corp.. with the $4.78 billion acquisition in 
September of Sperry. 

Beijing Jeep nears commencing exports 

PEKING (R) — Beijing Jeep, a Sino-U.S. joint venture that 
almost fafled earlier thus year due to a foreign-exchange shortage, 
will export for the first time when it sdDs 31 jeeps to South 
America, the People’s Daily said this week. The newspaper did 
not say when the vehicles would be exported, give the price or 
name the countries involved. It said the joint venture aimed to 
export 10,000 jeeps and 8j000 engines during a five-year plan 
ending in 1990. 

Chicago and N.Y. markets study linkup 

CHICAGO (AP) — Officials of the New York Stock Exchange 
(NYSE) aid the Chicago Mercantile Exchange (GME) have 
formed a task force to examine areas of mutual interest. The task 
force, which is expected to begin its activities within the next 20 
days, will explore the feasibility of establishing a trading link 
between the NYSE, the world’s largest stock exchange, and the 
CME, the world's largest marketplace for financial futures. 

Italians visit USSR to buy shoes 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet shoe industry, often singled out by 
customers as down-at-heel, now has a foot m the door of a leading 
world producer, according to a Pravda report. The Communist 
Party daily I talian businessmen recently visited commune 
factory in Moscow to buy women’s sports and walking shoes. It 
gave no other details. The official press regularly criticises the 
shoddiness of Soviet consumer goods and shoemakers have been 
censured particularly severely. Bayers compalin that good 
'footwear is hard to obtain and very expensive. 

QAPCO records $24 million profit 


DOHA (OPECNA) — The Qatar Petrochemical Company 
(QAPCO) registered a $2434 million net profit from its 
operations last year, according to tile industry and agriculture 
ministry here. The ministry's industrial affairs department said 
the company produced 744,000 tonnes of urea and 640,000 
toimes of ammonia in 1985. of which 703,000 tonnes and 192,000 
tonnes respectively were exported to 20 countries. India was the 
top customer, inqjorting 29 per cost of production. 


Stockpiles of 
food worry 
European 
Parliament 

STRASBOURG, France (R) — 

The European Par liam ent, long a 
champion of the farmer’s cause, 
has reversed itself and is now 
calling for radical action to 
counter costly European 
Community (EC) food surpluses. 

Thursday, the parliament 
overwhelmingly endorsed 
proposals for severe cutbacks in 
milk production quotas. 

It also called for the creation of 
a special 2.6 bQfion European 
Girrency Units (ECUs) ($2.6 
billion) fund to dispose of 
unwanted food supplies, linking 
the disposal programme to basic 
reforms in farm policies. 

It aid the money should be 
made available in the 1987 budget 
by an emergency levy on EC 
member governments, boosting 
the year's spending to an all-time 
record of 39 billion ECUs. 

The move, born out of 
frustration at the inability of EC 
ministers to reform 
surplus -pro during policies, could 
place the 518-strong assembly on 
a collision course with national 
governments. 

Parliamentary sources say 
member states are very unlikely to 
agree to the parliament’s wishes, 
contained within its budget 
proposals for 1987, when they 
meet in Brussels in two weeks time 
to agree a budget for next year. 

However,' virtually the sole 
power of the assembly is that it 
must give final approval to any EC 
budget and it is unlikely to do this 
unless there is some progress on 
farm reform, they add. 

The disposal programme coukl 
allow surplus food to be sold at 
knockdown prices to the needy, 
subsidise more exports, and pay 
for the destruction of old stock. 

The aim is to release some four 
bilfion ECUs, currently being 
spent on storing the food, for 
other projects. 

“There is no use getting rid of 
everything just to leave the same 
old policies in place,” British 
Conservative David Curry, author 
of the proposals, said. 

Only French GauiHsts and 
Communists joined in voting 
against the parliament’s draft 
budget, reflecting the major shift 
of attitude in the assembly. 

The sources said many 
membera now felt spending in 
other areas could have mo re .of a 
positive long-term impact. 

Some two-thirds of the ECs 
entire budget is currently 
swallowed up by form spending. 

A sudden surge in unwanted 
food stocks — now totalling 15 
million tonnes of butter, 16.4 
milfion tonnes of cereals and 
almost 600,000 tonnes of beef — 
fuelled fears that cherished social 
and regional spending projects | 
would have to be abandoned. 

Speaker after speaker across the 
political spectrum argued that 
favouring the ECs formers over 
20 years had cost the grouping 
credibility at home and abroad. 

Runaway farm expenditure had 
also threatened other spending on 
policies crucial for relieving 
unemployment and poverty and 
building up a new technological 
base. 


U.S. data weakens dollar 


LONDON (R) — A weakened dollar fell yet farther 
in value Friday after news of sharply lower October 
retail sales in the United States reached foreign 
exchange markets that were already sceptical on the 
state of the U.S. economy. 


Dealers said the dollar traded 
around 2.01 West German marks 
in the European afternoon. That 
was about six pfennigs below its 
value a week ago, before dealers 
began to think the U5. economy 
was perforating less well than they 
had earlier estimated. 

U5. October retail sales were 
dawn five per cent in the biggest 
such drop since records began 19 
years ago. There had been a 53 
per cent rise in September, 
although that figure was distorted 
because a lot of people took 
advantage of manufocturers’ sales 
incentives to buy new cars in that 
month. 

The dollar, which started the 
day at 2.0115 marks, dipped as 
low as 2.0075 marks at one point, 
near what dealers say is the 
psycfaologically-important barrier 
at two marks. 

It was last below two marks in 


September, for the first time in 
five-and-a-half years, and 
European Community nations 
vowed to try to get it .higher. They 
feared the relative strength of the 
made would cause an imbalance 
among European currencies and 
upset trade. 

The weaker dollar Friday 
helped sent the gold price higher. 
The metal was fixed in London 
Friday morning at $409 an ounce, 
up from Thursday night’s close of 
$407.75. 

The British pound sterling was 
not much changed around 2.86 
marks and $1.42 Friday 
afternoon. 

Meanwhile, a US. economist 
predicted that the dollar is set to 
drop further, and US. interest 
rates could go up as the United 
States tries to correct its enormous 
current account deficit. 

Mr. Alan Greenspan, head of 


economic consultants 
Townsend -Greenspan and former 
diamnan of- President Gerald 
Ford’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, said the current account 
imbalance was probably already 
befog oonected. 

But it is so large that its 
corollary, a huge capital account 
surplus funded by foreign 
purchases of U5. liabilities, could 
not be sustained at current yield 
levels and exchange rates. 

The deficit was a record $34.73 
bilfion in the second quarter of the 
year, compared with a revised 
$34.04 billion in the first three 
months. 

Mr. Greenspan said correcting 
it would probably involve a rise m 
interest rates to a pomt at which 
the Federal Reserve Board, the 
central bank, would intervene to 
put a fid on them. At that point, 
the exchange rate would start to 
take the strain, leading the dollar 
to folL 

The size of the dollar liabilities 
outside the U5. hampered the 
authorities' ability to influence 
exchange or interest rates, he said. 


Saudia suffers liquidity shortage 


BAHRAIN (R) — Saudia, the 
Saudi Arabian national carrier 
and ihe biggest airline in the 
Middle East, delayed repayment 
on two major loans earlier this 
year and may seek a further 
deferral, hanking sources said last 
week. 

Saudia, which last year carried 
10.8 million passengers on 
international ana domestic flights, 
has suffered a liquidity shortage 
ste mming ill part from Sanrfi 
Arabia's budget austerity and in 
part from a Gulf-wide economic 
downturn. 

Banking sources said Saudia 
had a first quarter operating loss 
although it has not cited exact 
figures to its bankers. 

Saudi Arabia, in common with 
other Gulf oD exporters, has 
suffered a sharp decline in 
revenues as world ofl prices 
remain depressed. 

The kingdom has twice 
postponed its budget for the 
1986/87 fiscal year, originally due 
to have been announced m March, 
because the uncertain ofl market 
made if almost impos ri ble to 
forecast revenues accurately. 

Banking sources said an 
austerity drive and shortage of 
government funds had worked 
’ through to the airline S»infa with 
cash now owed from various 


government departments. 

The fust sign of a liquidity 
shortage came earlier this year 
when the key h anks on two 
credits, denominated in Saudi 
riyals and equivalent to $426.4 
milfion at current exchange rates, 
approached other members of the 
lending syndicate and secured a 
one year deferral of payments. 

The two mam banks. National 
Commercial Rank and Riyadh 
Bank, have now been considering 
with Saudia die possible need to 
seek a further defenal on the 
credits, the sources said. 

The first credit, signed in 
February 1982, was for 626 
milfio n riyals ($167 mflfion) and 
the second, signed in March 1984, 
was for 973 millio n riyals ($260 
milfion). Both were guaranteed by 
the Saudi finance mmistiy. 

Banking sources said the 
syndicate banks for both loans 
agreed to push back for one year 
repayments falling due in 
February and March 1986 
respectively. 

The lendfog banks are based in 
Saudi Arabia, but some are joint 
ventures between Saudi owners 
and major European or American 
banks. 

Some bankers believe that 
Saudia, with the still huge 
financial backing of die kingdom 


and its oil reserves, has an 
uderlying strength and 
creditworthiness which would 
allow it to tap capital markets to 
.raise short-term funds through . 
so -called ‘‘commercial paper.” 

Other bankers are more 
negative about the airline’s 
prospects and are resigned to 
having to delay debt r e p aym ents 
further if formally approached by 
its two major books. 

A spokesman for Sandra m 
Jeddah was unavailable for 
co mment and the two banks 
declined to conmenton the loans. 

Saudia is not alone n facing 
problems in die competitive 
Middle East market where some 
airlines have resorted to unofficial 
price cutting to preserve their 
market share. 

Bahrain -based Gulf Air, owned 
jointly tty Bahrain, Qatar, Oman 
and the Emirate of Abu Dhabi, 
has said it may only break even 
this year or could even slip into the 
red. 

Saudia’s problems are also seen 
as stemmfog in part from a large 
network of subsidised domestic 
routes and an unusually large fleet 
of about 100 aiiuzfiL 

Ranking sources said it had 
recently been trying to sell seven 
Lockheed Tristars. 


Japanese steelmakers Incur big losses 


TOKYO (R) — Japan’s five 
bi^est steelmakers turned in their 
worst operating results since the 
end of World War II. 

Nippon Steel, Nippon Kokan, 
Sumitomo Metal Industries, 
Kawasaki Steel and Kobe Steel 
reported operating losses of 184 
bilfion yen ($1.13 bilfion) for the 
first half of their fiscal year. The 
period ended Sept. 30. 

Once the envy of the woxkf s 
steelmakers, the Japanese 
conqranies have been hammered 
by slow exports, low domestic 
prices and the strength of the yen. 
against the dollar, people in die 
industry said. 

The companies have not been 


selling much of their metal m the 
United States recently and the 
strong means that even what 
.they do sell does not earn them the 
profits it once did, they said. 

‘ Company officials said 
Japanese steelmakers were forced 
to sell off securities from their 
investment portfolios in order to 
help offset the poor performance 
of their steel sales. 

As a result, actual losses during 
die period only amounted to 
4053 bflfion yen ($250 mflfion), 
figures released by the five 
companies showed. The 
companies reported profits of 
91 .76 billion yen ($566 mflfion) to 
the corresponding six-month 


period a year ago. 

Crade-steel production at the 
five companies dumped to 31J5 
milfion tonnes from 34.8 mflfion a 
year ago due to sluggish demand 
at home and abroad. 

Japan’s total crude-steel output 
in the year ending next March 31 
is expected to fall to some 95 
milfion or 96 milfio n tonnes from 
1003 mflfion last fiscal year, 
industry sources said. 

With the outlook for sled 
demand bleak and the yea 
unEkely to weaken much agn s t 
the doRar, steelmakers wi have 
little choice bat to cut capacity and

Government negotiator Ramon 
Mitra said his counterparts from 
the Communist-dominated 
National Democratic Front 
(NDF) failed to appear for 
scheduled talks Friday aimed at 
reaching a cease-fire by Christmas 
in die 17-year insurgency. 

Mr. Mitra told the Associated 
Press that no further meetings had 
been scheduled and the 
government considered the talks 
suspended. 

“They sent in word they were 
unable to attend, citing the killing 
of Olalia as one of what they say is 
a pattern they think could 
endanger their safety and 
security." Mr. Mitra said after 
briefing Mrs. Aquino. “But they 
stopped short of closing file door 
to any future negotiations.” 

Following a cabinet meeting, 
Mrs. Aquino made no mention of 
dismissing Mr. Entile. The 
president deplored the “senseless 
killing of Filipinos” and promised 
that her government .would spare 
no effort to find file killers. 

“ Y'e shall pursue this 
investigation wherever it leads 
and mete out swift and 
unequivocal justice whatever the 


cost in political terms,” she told 
reporters after the cabinet 
meeting. “Every resource and 
power of my government will be 
brought to bear in bringing the 
perpetrators of Oialia’s murder to 
justice.” 

Mrs. .Aquino visited Mr. 
Oialia's widow at the University of 
the Philippines chapel, where the 
body lay in state. The president 
viewed the body and spoke to Mrs. 
Olalia. 

“At least when she came, I was 
relieved,” Mrs. Olalia told the 
Associated Press. “I know she 
feels tow we feeL She said she will 
do eveiyfiuog to seek justice.'' 

The crowd of some 1 ,500 
people assembled at the chapel 
cheered enthusiastically as the 
president departed . 

Mis. Aquino also met with US. 
Ambassador Stephen Bosworth 
but no details of the talks were 
immediately released. The session 
took place after the president^ 
received a U.S. congressional' 
delegation. 

She told the Associated Press 
that the delegation members 
asked about fire future of U.S. 
military bases here but she told 
them “there will be time enough 
for that” later. She said they did 
not ask about coup rumours. 


Belgium seems heading for new crisis 


BRUSSELS (R) - Belgium’s 
precarious centre-right governing 
coalition Friday appeared headed 
for res second crisis in less than two 
months in a dispute over a rural * 
French-speaking mayor who 
refuses to speak Dutch. 

' A provincial gpvemor Friday 
dismissed lose Happart from his 
post as acting mayor of the 
Fourons loca 1 council . a job he was 
elected to by a majority in the 


council after a court ordered his 
sacking as mayor on Sept. 30. 

The re-emergence of the 
Happart affair coincided with 
more bad news for Prime Minister 
Wflfried Martens' team of French - 
and Dutch-speaking parties. 

An opinion poll in the 
newspaper De Standard showed 
the four parties losing theiroverall 
majority since iheir election 
victory last October, with their 


total support falling last month to 
45 2 per cen t from 50 2. per cent at 
the elections. 

Mr. Martens offered to resign 
overtile affair last month but King 
Baudoum asked him to remain in 
office and the four parties 
declared a political truce while 
they tried to work out a long-term 
solution to deep-seated language 
problems. 


Swiss company offers 


ZURICH (R) — The giant Swiss 
chemical company Sandoz has 
promised to pay compensation for 
a mass leak of toxic chemicals into 
fire River Rhine but local officials- 
said any heavy rains at this time 
could cause new pollution 
problems. 

The company Thursday made 
its first detailed public comments 
on the fire at one of its warehouses 
in Basle on Nov. 1 . which caused 
30 tonnes of the chemicals to spill 
into the vital European waterway. 

Switzerland's neighbours on the 
Rhine, angered by alleged 
deficiencies in the country's 
handling of what has been called 
Europe's worst eavrionmental 
disaster in a decade, have insisted, 
that it should pay for the damage 
caused. 

Sandoz technical chief Hans 
Winkler said all justified 


r 


compensation claims would be 
paid, while Hans-Peter Sigg, a 
general manager of Sandoz. said 
the company had assumed 
complete moral responsibility for 
the accident. 

Mr. Winkler said that every 
effort had been made to seal off 
the plant 

But he added that clean-up 
efforts could be hampered if there 
was heavy rainfall, which might 
sweep toxic chemicals into the 
river. 

Bruno Humi of the Basle 
Environmental Protection Office 
said there were still several 
hundred kilos of insecticide on the 
Rhine bed that had not flowed 
away. 

“It is necessary to get rid of 
these deposits as quickly as 
possible.” he said.

! Brazil 
to vote in 
landmark 
polls today 

SAO PAULO. Brazil (R) — 
Brazilians vote Monday after a 
colourful, raucous campaign in the 
first national elections since 21 
years of military rule ended in 
March 1985. 

The landmark poll, considered 
one of the most important in 
Brazil this century, will mould the 
country's constitutional future. 

The federal congress that 
emerges will be empowered to act 
as a constituent assembly to 
rewrite the constitution imposed 
by tire military after their 1964 
coup. 

Brazilians will be voting in all 
for 23 state governors and 
assemblies. 49 erf the 72 seats in 
the senate and 487 federal 
deputies. 

Eveiy interest group of any 
importance, from wealthy 
landowners to lepers, will seek 
representation among tire future 
constitution- makers. Even the 
gambling racketeers of Rio de 
Janeiro have a congressional 
candidate. 

Amazonian Indians, now 
numbering only 220.000 and 
fearing for the survival of their 
culture, are making a serious 
political effort for the first time, 
fielding seven candidates. 

The poll, which is expected to 
reinforce the ruling centre-left 
coalition led by President Jose 
Samey, is on grander scale than 
any other in the country's history. 

There is more political choice 
than ever before, with 30 parties 
putting forward about 15.000 
candidates. 

The electorate, totalling 69 
million people, includes several 
million illiterates who were 
enfranchised only last year. 

The police have decreed that on 
election day Brazil will be dry — 
sales of alcohol will be banned. 

The campaign has been laced 
with colour controversy. 
Candidates have indulged in 
ferocious mud slinging, ranging 
from accusations of fradulem 
property dealing to charges of 
bo mo sexuality. 

Sao Paulo state, hub of the 
country's economy, has 
experienced the most gruelling 
governorship campaign. 

A leading opposition candidate, 
multi-millionaire businessman 
Antonio Ennirio de Moraes, has 
had to ward off accusations that 
poor conditions in one of' bis 
factories, a Sao Paulo chemical 
plant, are damaging b*s workers 
health. 

Among the highlights in the Rio 
de Janeiro race has been the 
candidacy of a former guerrilla 
turned eoologisl, soft-spoken 
intellectual Fernando Gabeira. 

Gabeiza, leader of BraziTs New 
Green Party, has drawn the 
crowds and established himself as 
a political figure, even though the 
opinion polls role him out as a 
possible wmner. 


U.K. parties 
seek clues 
to outcome 
of election 

LONDON fR) - Britain’s 
political leaders Friday searched 
for dues to their prospects in a 
general election after the 
opposition Labour Party held on 
to a northern working class 
parliamentary seat with a heavily 
reduced majority. 

Victory in Thursday*? 
by-election in the Liverpool 
constituency of Knows] ey North 
had been a foregone conclusion 
for Labour, which took the seat 
with a 17,000-plus majority in the 
1983 genera] election. 

But candidate George Howarth 
saw that majority slashed to under 
7,000 while the centrist Social 
Democrat-Liberal Alliance 
boosted its vote by 20 per cent. 

Speculation is rife that Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
buoyed by favourable opinion 
polls and improving 
unemployment figures, may 
decide to call an early general 
election some time next year. 

Labour had been leading the 
opinion polls since the beginning 
of the year but recently Mis. 
Thatcher's party has clawed its 
way three points dear. Her 
government’s term must ecd by 
June 1988. 

The by-election was called after 
Labour's Robert Kilroy-Silk 
resigned the parliamentary seat, 
saying he had be era hounded out 
of politics by members of the 
party'^ Marxist m ili tant tendency, 
which managed to get its own 
candidate selected. 

But then the party's national 
leadership stepped in and insisted 
on Howarth. who is loyal lo' 
moderate Labour leader Neil 
Kinnock, as the candidate. 

Political commentators said the 
strong showing by the liberal 
candidate, standing for the 
centrist .alliance, could heip 
regain some of the ground lost last 
September when the two partners 
failed to agree over lhe key 
election issue of defence. 

But the commentators warned 
against viewing the result of 
Knowsley North as an exact 
mirror of what could happen in a 
general election. 

They pointed out that the 
constituency is one of the poorest 
in Britain, is predominantly 
working class and is one of the 
Labour Party's safest seats.

to deploy 
Lance 
missiles in 
S. Korea 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U5. Defence Department, rating 
“ongoing” movement of North 
Korean forces toward the South 
Korean border, said Thursday it 
had decided to deploy a battery of 
artillery missiles with US. forces 
in South Korea. 

Hie decision will result in the 
restoration of a medium-range 
missile capability in South Korea 
for the first time in eight years ami 
the deployment of a missile that s 
capable of carrying a midear 
warhead. 

The Pentagon and army fiatiy 
refused to discuss whether the 
Lance missiles being sent to South 
Korea would cany nudear instead 
of conventional warheads, citing 
their standing policies of neither 
confirming oor denying the 
presence of nudear weapons. 

The Lance is an older 
surface-to-surface missile but 
nonetheless one that is still 
deployed with US. as well as 
NATO armies. The missile, 
developed in the early 1970’s, has 
a range of up to 120 kilometres 
depending cm the warhead. 

The Pentagon said Thursday it 
was sending two launchers to 
South Korea within the next few 
months. It declined to say how 
many missiles would be senL 

The Lance battery “will provide 
a medium-range missile system 
that has been ladcmg” since the 
United States withdrew its much 
older Honest John and Sergeant 
missiles from South Korea in 
1978, the Pe n tagon said. 

“The on going North Korean 
force improvements and 
offensively-oriented forward 
deployment of its ground 
elements were major factors in the 
decision to deploy ibe Lance with 
U.S. forces in Korea,” the 
Penra^oa said in a prepared 
statement. 

“We are trying to nairpw the 
imbalance between their forces 
and ours to deter aggression and 
ensure peace and stability. The 
next few years could be a very 
critical period on the Korean 
peninsula and the combined 
Republicof Korea and US. forces 
must retain top combat 
readiness.” 

The derision to deploy a missile 
battery comes at a time when the 
government of President Ronald 
Reagan has expressed fears that 
North Korea might attempt to 
disrupt the 1988 summer Olympic' 
Games in Seoul. 

Defence Secretary Caspar W. 
Weinberger has also repeatedly 
complained about the movement 
bv North Korea of more and more 
of its troops toward the border and 
the demilitarised zone that divides 
the two countries.

SEOUL (Agencies) — Sooth 
Korean state prosecutors Friday 
ordered an opposition member of 
pariamentto face trial on charges 
of violating the national security 
law m a speed) they say was 
pro- Communist, an official 
spokesman said. 

- Deputy Yoo Sung-Hwan of file 
N ew Korea Democratic Party 
(NKDP) was arrested last month 
after members of the ruling 
-Democratic Justice Party (DJP), 
shielded by hundreds of police, 
voted unilaterally to lift his 
parliamentary immunity. 

Announcing the indictment 
Friday, the prosecutors said Mr. 
Yoo was echoing North Korean 
propaganda when he told 
parliament that capitalist Seoul 
should put more emphasis on 
uniting the divided peninsula than 
on anti-Co omum ism . 

The national security law bans 
all activity favouring the 
Communist North, and carries a 
maximum penalty of death. 

Mr. Yoo’s arrest, which 
coincided with a government 
crackdown on political radicals, 
caused a furore with opposition, 
members accusing the 
government of trying to “strangle 
democracy.” 

The full text of Mr. Yoo's 
speech has never been published 
and opposition deputies claim 
prosecutors misquoted him and 


took remarks out of context. 

. Mr. Yoo denies he is 
pro -Communist, saying he only 
wanted to criticise President Chun 
Doo H wan's policies. 

Meanwhile about 500 people 
shouting anti-government slogans 
attacked police officers Thursday 
night and set fire to three vehicles 
in a market area, authorities said. 

A police spokesman, who asked 
not to be named, said 1 1 
policemen were injured m the 
outburst on the southern outskirts 
of Seoul when 400 students and 
100 labourers charged into the 
street. 

Two of the policemen were 
burned when tbeir patrol car was 
set ablaze by gasoline bottle 
bombs. There was no information 
on whether any of the 
demonstrators were injured. 

Authorities said 38 people were 
taken into custody. 

Police said the students were 
from six universities in Seoul and 
fire workers were members of an 
organisation called the Labourers’ 
Struggle Committee. 

Police said that after a shouted 
signal, some of the demonstrators 
ran to a police bus parked nearby, 
ordered four riot policemen into 
the vehicle and then set it on fire. 

Witnesses said a fire engine 
rushing to the scene also was set 
on fire. 


Change of rally venue 
sparks row in Bangladesh 


DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh’s 
four-day old civilian government 
Friday barred all political rallies 
from the city centre in Dhaka and 
said die only permitted venue, 
would be a desolate suburban 
park. 

A government announcement, 
carried by BSS news agency, said 
all rallies had been banned from 
the square in front of the National 
Mosque at Baitul Mokarram. 

But meetings could be held at. 
the former Export Fair Park in 
Sher-E-Bangla Nagar. about 
eight kilometres from die city 
centre , it said. 

The order followed Thursday 
night’s cabinet meeting, chaired 
by President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad, which decided to ban 
rallies near Baitul Mokarram to 
“maintain the sanctity of. the 
mosque.” 

BSS said the cabinet felt that 
rallies in the heart of the city 
caused traffic congestion and 
public inconvenience. 

Opposition leaders described 
the move as another attempt to 
curb anti-government pobtks. 

“ He (Ershad) asked students to 
renounce politics. And he is now 
trying to put the opposition rallies 
under leashes.” former Home 
Minister Abdul Mann an told 
reporters. 

“Perhaps the president thinks 
that after his phoney victory in a 
phoney election. Bangladesh does 


' not need politics any longer,” Mr. 
Mannan, leader of file Awami 
League, said. 

“It is not banning, but 
ban idling, public rallies,” another 
opposition leader, K.M. Obaidur 
Rahman of the Bangladesh 
Nationalist Party (BNP), said. 

He said most opposition parties 
would defy file ban “when the 
crunch comes.” 

Geo. Ershad, who ruled for 4 Vi 
years by martial law, won a 
landslide victory in last month's 
presidential election marked by 
allegations of widespread fraud/ 

He restored civilian democracy* 
on Monday after parliament 
passed a law protecting him 
against prosecution for his role 
during military rule. 

Gen. Ershad told a victory 
reception held by the 
pro -government Jatiya Party on 
Wednesday that he was 
considering banning student 
politics to end campus violence 
and restore political stability. 

Opposition leaders said the plan 
was the "outcome of a 
frustration" because the 
gpvemment party had failed to 
win student support. 

The government Thursday 
night freed an opposition leader, 
Latif Siddiky. from seven years in 
jail. A military court had given 
him a life sentence for an alleged 
plot to overthrow the then 
government. 


Deng twists tail of Wall Street bulls 


PEKING (Rl — The leader of- 
Communist China met the boss of 
the New York Stock Exchange 
(NYSE) and joked that China 
wanted to exploit the giant 
capitalist institution. 

Deng Xiaoping greeted NYSE 
chairman John Phelan in Peking’s 
Great Hall of the People, ending a 
week of top-level talks between 
Wall Street and Chinese financial 
leaders during a symposium on 
financial markets held here. 

Mr. Deng, leader of a country 
where the average annual income 
is about 400 yuan (S108), asked 
Mr. Phelan why the syn^oshim 
had been held. 

Mr. Phelan said the meeting was 
aimed at educating both sides. 

“I think the main purpose was 
to exploit you,” Mr. Deng said, 
provoking laughter from US. 
delegates and Chinese officials. 

“Then it’s a great honour to be 
exploited.” Mr. Phelan replied. 

Ch in a s orthodox view has been 
that industrialised nations took 


advantage of the country's weak 
governments before the 1949 
Communist revolution to exploit 
its people and resources. 

But Mr. Deng has downplayed 
the past to welcome foreign 
capital and technology under an 
"open door policy” aimed at 
helping revamp China’s economy. 

As architect of the reform, he 
has pushed the use of capitalist 
tools such as private enterprise 
and incentives to help Chinese 
make money while the country 
stays socialist. 

China, which opened tiny 
capital markets in three cities this 
year, sent top bankers to the 
symposium including Chen 
Muhua. bead of the People's Bank 
of Cbma, the central bank. 

US. delegates included former 
Secretary of State William Rogers 
and former Attorney-General 
Elliot Richardson. 

NYSE delegates told reporters 
after the private meeting with Mr. 


Deng that he had repeated 
China ’s goal of an average per 
capita income of $800 to $1,000 
by the year 2000. 

NYSE Vice-President Richard 
Torrenzano said Mr. Deng bad 
also reiterated that the 
“open-door" policy would 
continue after Mr. Deng dies. 

Torrenzano quoted Mr. Deng 
as saying: “It's not a question of 
whether someone is alive or not 
but of whether the policies we 
have worked out are correct or 
not. Our experience shows that so 
far. our policies are correct." 

His reforms, begun in 1978. 
include the opening this year of 
China's first stock or bond 
markets since 2949. 

Mr. Phlean gave Mr. Deng a 
gold button permitting him to visit 
the exchange floor and invited him 
to use it. NYSE officials said only 
one or two other people, inducting 
President Reagan, had been given 
such a button. 


Millions of Africans may have AIDS — scientists 


WASHINGTON (R) — Several 
million Africans are infected with 
the virus that pauses AIDS and the 
disease is spreading at a rate that 
may prove devastating, a team of 
scientists have said. 

A report by U 5. and European 
specialists published in the 
magazine Science said Africa had 
nearly 10 times as many new 
AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome) cases as the 
United States. 

They found a minimum annual 
incidence of 550 to 1,000 AIDS 
cases per million adults in Central 
Africa. 

“If the United States had such 
an incidence rate, we would see 
more than 100,000 new AIDS 
cases each year,” said one of the 
scientists. Dr. Thomas Quinn. 

“Americans are rightfully very 
concerned about an exuected 
12,000 new cases in the United 
States in 1986, and the situation in 
Africa is potentially for more 
devastating,” said Dr. Quinn, an 
AIDS researcher at the National 


Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases. 

More than 32,000 cases of 
AIDS, which attacks the body’s 
immune system, have been 
reported in 74 countries. Some 
25. ouO of those have been 
reported in the United States 
when, up to 1.5 millioD may be 
infected. 

Doctors estimated that from 10 
to ?il per cent of those with the 
infection may develop AIDS 
within the next five to 10 years. 

In the United States and 
elsewhere in the developed world, 
AIDS is transmitted primarily 
through bodily fluid exchanges 
among homosexuals or 
intravenous drag users. 

But the scientists, including 
some fro m the US. Centre for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, the 
World Health Organisation 
( WHO) in Geneva and the 
institute of Tropical Medicine in 
Antwerp, said that in Africa it is 
mainly passed through 
heterosexual activity, by 


transfusions of contaminated 
Mood, dirty needles or from 
mothers to foetuses. 

The authors said nearly 25 per 
cent of adult patients and 10 per 
cent of die children at several 
hospitals in Central Africa had 
tested positive for the AIDS 
antibody. 

Unlike in the United States and 
Western Europe where it has 
mainly attacked male 
homosexuals, the experts said that 
AIDS in Africa is split about 
equally between males and 
females. 

They said studies had shown 
that African AIDS patients have a 
significantly greater number of 
sexual partners, and more male- 
AIDS patients report contacts 
with prostitutes. One study of 
prostitutes in Nairobi found a high 
incidence of AIDS. 

The report said Africans m ore 
often than elsewhere receive 
medications by needle, rather 
than tablet, and also have rituals 
using instruments that pierce die 


skin. Dr. Quinn said the potential 
for spreading AIDS the way could 
not be underestimated. 

The scientists said AIDS 
manifested itself differently in 
Africa, with more stomach add 
skin diseases as opposed to 
swollen lymph glands and 
pulmonary symptoms common m 
the United States and Europe. 

They said it was often difficult 
to detect AIDS associated disease 
amo ng African children because 
malnu trition, failure to thrive and 
pulmonary diseases were 
common. 

An international .effort .to 
prevent toe spread of AIDS on the- 
continent should be a . major 
priority, (hey said. 

Among other things, they called 
forclosermMUtoriQg of the spread 
of file disease , development of sex 
education programmes and 
quicker development of an 
effective vaceme, which US. 
experts predict may take five 
years:
